Californta ranges this winter 
than ever before. 
The federal-state agriculture 


department feeding report said 
there were about 261,000 head of 
cattle on feed for market in the 


state on Dec. 1. This is the 
largest number reported during 


the twenty years of record. 

At the same time, the report 
said the number of lambs on feed 
for winter markets in California 
is dropping sharply. 

An estimated 230,000 head were 


being fed as of Dee. 1. This is 
40,000 less than for a year ago. 
Only about 10 per cent of the 
total lambs are in feedlots. Most 
of them are being fattened on 
irrigated pastures, beet tops and | 
other field feeds as usual.

Exchange Head 
Hits Luxury Tax 


Freight rates and_ essential 
communications are not in the 
same category with perfume and 
furs and should not continue to 


carry the federal “luxury” tax 
imposed as a war measure in 1942, 
Paul S. Armstrong, general man-~ 
egar of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers EExchange, told the board of 
directors of the citrus marketing 
cooperative this week. 

“The three per cent federal ex- 
cise tax on freight rates costs the 
California citrus industry almost 
two million dollars annually or 
the equivalent of five cents per 
hundredweight,” Armstrong said. 
“The 25 per cent tax on communi- 
cations adds another $84,000 to 
the annual cost of doing business. 
Transportation and communica- 
tion are not luxuries and the con- 
tinuation of this discriminatory 
tax adds undue costs to produc- 
er, dealer and consumer alike.”
